LONDON, March 17.—A prediction 
that Ireland, instead of being subor- 
dinate to England; will dominate the 
whole of Great Britain, some years 
hence, was made today in a letter to 
Sir James 
O’Connor, formerly lord justice of ap- 
peals in Ireland. Sir James points out 
that there are now more than 3,000,000 
Irish in England. This is equal to the 
population of the Irish Free State. 
Owing to their religion, most of the 
Irish do not practice birth control, he 
points out. The average Irish family 
is five, while the British famfly now 
is about two. At this rate, he estimates 
that in 100 years the Irish will be the 
majority population in Great Britain. 
On this he bases an appeal to the Free 
State government to preserve the links 
of trade and friendship in order to 
countrymen and co- 
religionists in England. Sir James 
points out that with the restriction of 
American’ immigration, England is 
bound to receive more and more of 
Ireland’s surplus population.

“My attention has been invited to 
press reports relative to a meeting 
that was held at the l13ist infantry 
armory, in Chicago, under the au- 
spices of ex-service men, at which it 
was stated that Boxing was prohibited 
for political reasons.

* Warren G. Harding, senator from Ohio, was 
nominated as the Republican candidate for Presi-

To the league a good government was 
one which made sumptuary regulation paramount, 


| which encouraged judicial overthrow of citizenship 


rights, which extended abuses of search and 
seizure, which sought extremes of punishment. 
The bargain was one of subservience on one side 
and condoning on the other. Rascals in politics 
could deliver themselves to the league and gain 
tmmunity for their outrages against public probity 
and governmental] honor. 

Under such patronage the scandals of Washing- 
ton and of government agencies waxed, fattened, 
and then exploded. Fall, Sinclair, and the Dohenys, 
Sr. and Jr., were indicted. The oil leases were 
annulled for fraud. There were the scandals of 
the surplus army goods, of the Standard Aircraft 
case, of the American Metals case, in which 
Daugherty, Smith, King, and Miler were indicted. 
Harry Daugherty and his brother Mel refused to 
testify before the senate committee. Harry Daugh- 
erty was found to have burned all the books of the 
Midland National bank of Washington Courthouse, 


O., where Jesse Smith had an account. 
Thy litth green house in K street was discovered 
for public. Jesse Smith shot himself in 


Daugherty’s apartment at the Wardman Park 
hotel. Space permits only a sketching of the prog- 
ress of fraud and violence ‘across the scene, but 
names in themselves are sufficient to revive the 
recollection of the most dismaying episodes in 
national history: Gaston B. Means, Roxie Stinson, 
Charles Cramer, who committed suicide; Charles 
Forbes, Forbes of the veterans’ bureau. He was 
an intimate of Harding, Daugherty et al. He was 
given direction of the hospitalization of the coun-' 
try’s wounded soldiers and entered upon a career 
of fraud which was an outrage to the helpless 
victims of war as well as theft of public money. 
He and John W. Thompson, another conspirator, 
went to prison for this. 

We say that these scandals which ruined the 
reputation of a government and nearly discredited 
the Republican party were under the patronage of 
the Anti-Saloon league.

HUMAN

“Happy are ye if ye do these things,” said the 
great -Master.of men. Doing and happiness are 
intimately related, They afe related as cause and 


effect. Happiness is the result of activity. It is 
found in fruitful exertion. It is the accompani- 


ment of productive effort. Man was not made to} 


loaf or to luxuriate, but to labor, and in his labor 
to find joy. There is no greater illusion than that 
ease and luxury bring happiness. A life of careless 
pleasure does not make any one happy. In proof 
of that study the faces of the crowd at a fashion- 
able resort, wearied, vapid, bored features almost 
everywhere. Yet these people are seeking happl- 
ness. But their game of life is like a fox hunt, 


the upkeep of mounts and hounds and servants and 
houses, the fina] result is about a foot of poor 
Reynard’s bushy tail. These pleasure seekers are 
spending an immense amount of money and time 
for that which satisfieth not. 

Happiness and idleness are never found together. 
Happiness and industry are very frequently asso- 
clates. No one is happy who has not a worthy 
task and who doesn't know responsibility. Many 
think that the path of duty is'not the way of 
pleasantnees. The Master’s statement seems to 
say that the sense of duty brightens rather than 
clouds the sky of our lives. “Happy are ye if ye 
do these things,” He said. What things? 
Services to our fellow men. Every natural act 
has its accompanying pleasure, Such ordinary 
acts as eating and drinking, sleeping and waking, 
bathing and walking have a certain kind of enjoy- 
ment associated with them. How good it feels to 
get into bed at night after a day of effective, yet 
fatiguing, toil! And how good it feels to get up 
refreshed to begin another day's work that will 
count in human betterment and self-improvement. 
Ex-President Eliot was fond of telling a story of 
& poor woman who, in her last illness, was visited 
by her minister. The minister, desiring to produce 
in her mind thoughts of gratitude toward God, 
asked her what great blessing she had enjoyed 
during her not too easy life. With beaming face 
and enthusiastic accent the woman immediately 
replied, “My victuals.” It was not exactly the 
answer the minister expected, but it was none the 
less &@ good one. To be able to eat with relish 
three good meals a day during a long life is a 
boon for which one ought to be devoutly grateful 
to God.

Happiness, of course, is not the same thing as 
pleasure, and may exist in the absence of pleasure. 
Indeed happiness may exist despite the presence 
of pain. 
Though exiled by a dread disease to 
a South Sea island, and ‘harassed by domestic 
troubles and financial worries, he was an exceed- 
ingly happy man, He found delight in a number 
of things that most of us ignore. Life, after all, 
is what we put into it. Stevenson. found romance 
almost everywhere because he carried about with 
him a romantic heart. And he ran across heroes 
almost everywhere; because he himself was ever 
heroic. He taught us that happiness consists not 
in agreeable circumstances, or in the abundance 
of things, but in a certain quality of life, and in 
the,power to achieve seemingly impossible tasks. 
Hardship doesn’t drive happiness away; nor does 
the absence of it produce happiness. 

A thousand and one illustrations might be cited 
to prove that thought. Saint Francis of, Assisi 
and his companions lived the barest of lives. 
Physical luxuries they had none; physical comforts 
they had very, very féw. Yet Francis described 
his brotherhood as “the Lord’s merry men.” St. 
Paul knew scourgiugs and shipwreck, persecutions 
and perils, ostracisms and oppressions, and yet he 
was an exuberantly happy man. He was made to 
suffer and to sorrow, but he was always able to 
rejoice. “ Rejoice, again I say, rejoice,” he writes 
to the churches he founded.

CARBON MONOXIDE PERIL. 


F. H. P. writes: 1. I am interested in 
a large garage, where, as you know, we 
have the problem of carbon monoxide. 

I recently had a call from a chiorine 
manufacturer who stated that chlorine 
sprinkled on the floor of the garage 
would be helpful in eliminating the car- 
bon monoxide. I am writing to inquire 
whether, in your opinion, chlorine can 
eliminate gas. If not, what effect will 
its use have on workers? 

2. Some time ago I met a man from the 
west who owns several garages who . 
advised me to put in ozone, 
uses it. He said that, whereas ozone 
‘would not oxidize carbon monoxide at 
ordinary temperatures, its application 
in garage ventilation is beneficial, for 
it does oxidize a great many of the 
gases which are not necessarily lethal 
or deadly, but carry objectionable odors 
and are inclined to be nauseating to the 
employés ; , ozone has a distinctly 
beneficial e upon persons breathing 
it in that it builds up their power of 
resistance to inferior air conditions, 

REPLY: 

1. There is no foundation for what you 
were told. Chlorine gas is irritating. Car- 
bon monoxide is not. If the presence of 
chlorine forced the required ventilation it 
would do good in. that roundabout way. 

2. Experiments and experience, have shown 
that the addition of ozone to the air is 
not a remedy for earbon monoxide peril.

CHANUTE IN THE HISTORY 
OF AVIATION. 

Chicago, March 7.—The proper place 
for the famous biplane of the Wright 
brethers should be the Chicago Academy 
of Sciences at Lincoln park, next to the 
models of the “ soaring machines " used 
by Dr. Octave Chanute of Chicago, These 
beautiful models are the biplane, tri- 
plane, fourplane and fiveplane. The 
monoplané is in the Smithsonian insti+ 
tution. 

Dr. Chanute, a noted civil 
Chicago, used these various planes at 
the Indiana sand dunes at Miller, near 
Dune park, in 1896-’97. ‘He first tried 
Lilienthal’s model, but discarded it as 
too dangerous; Lilienthal found it so, 
for he was killed in Germany a few 


‘pute spoke very 


weeks after Chanute discarded his. Cha- 
nute made over a thousand flights at 
the Dunes, sometimes falling into the 
sand, and sometimes into the lake, where 
he was rescued by rowboat, but was 
never injured. 

He finally concentrated on the biplane, 
and succeeded in handling it very: satis- 
factorily, sometimes taking a passenger 
with him. He was too busy in 1898-'99 
to continue his experiments, but Wilbur 
Wright got in touch with him, and the 
Wright brothers took Chanute’s biplane 
a8 @ model, and developed and improved 
it greatly, with Chanute’s counsel. Cha- 
highly about the 
Wrights as fine brainy men, and accom- 
Plished mechanics. They agreed with 
him that they should be able to manipu- 
late their glider so that they could 
handle it in all kinds of weather and 
winds. They kept this up for three y 
making thousands of flights. Then, 
1903, they notified Chanute they were 
ready for a motor; and, as they could 
not find a motor, they built 
one themselves.

Curtail Seizure of Lands. 

“There has been a notable slowing 
up in the taking over of lands for dis- 
tribution among peasants, and for 
some weeks no» American properties 
have been seized. _ 

“Even thoso lands of Americans 
seized in the last ten months were 
taken without the knowledge or con- 
gent of the federal agrarian commis- 


‘lsion or the Mexican government, and

Comparing these two 
districts, the ratio is twenty-seven to 
one, the South Carolina voters taking 
part in ‘the election of a member of 
congress amounting to only one 
twenty-seventh the number having a 
hand in the choice of a representative 
from the Seventh Illinois district. 

‘Of the other South Carolina districts

the Sixth 6,278, and the Seventh 7,249. 

Southern Votes Few. 


As compared with these figures, the 
other nine congressional districts in 
Cook county cast total votes ranging 
from 33,511 to 171,206. In the First 
Illinois district the vote was 69,768, 
the Second 152,102, the Third 130,761, 
the Fourth 55,324, the Fifth 35,620, the 
Sixth 171,206, the Eighth 33,511, the 
Ninth 65,925, and the Tenth 157,999.

The next afternoon 19 year old Second Lieuten- 


ant Donald Cameron went down in a wreath of

Herbert William Ransom, the third son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Rarisom of Newlands, Hitchin, 
Hertfordshire, was born at Hitchin, July 6, 1896. 

From his earliest childhood he had drawn and 
‘designed all kinds of engines and later on rather 
especially airplane engines. These were all original. 

He enlisted as a motor dispatch rider with the 
armored ‘car division early in October, 1914, when 
he was just 18 years old. In a short time he found 
himself in German Southwest Africa. 

After the conclusion’ of that campaign, he, with

He obtained a commission in .

For his second victim of the day the fly- 
ing baron jumped on a low flying two-seat- 
er plane of the Bristol fighter type.

United States since the war to know how to tell a 
sfory with an American twist. 


IRKHAM is somewhere in Burma, according 
to the best information obtainable. Hedl 
was run to eafth in Chicago and interviewed 


_ by mail. Here’s what he has to say about his fight 
with Richthofen: 


“ My military service, I am afraid, was not very 
commendable. I had a strong dislike for the tradi- 
tional British army red tape, and on several occa- 
sions was placed under both open and close arrest 
for doing things when they were tequired to be 
done without waiting two or three days for the 
necessary orders. 

“ However, let me add, I never was court mar- 
tialed: they always released me as mysteriously as I 
was placed under arrest, The reaction came along 
later, in that al] recommendations for promotion 
beyond the rank of captain were turned down when 
they reached the war office. 

“ Also, on the two occasions that I was recom- 
mended for British decorations, once for the mili- 
tary cross and once for the distinguished service 
order, both were turned down. 

“My military service started the moment war 
was declared by Great Britain: midnight, Aug. 4, 
1914. I was a sergeant in the northern eyclist 
battalion, a Newcastle-upon-Tyne unit, which was 
soon dedicated to honie service. 

“To cut a long story short, I deserted on Dee. 31, 
1914, and joined the Northumberland fusiliers 
(Kitchener's army) on Jan. 1, 1915. 

“ After many moons of a dog’s life in the trenches 
and after two prior attempts to be transferred, I 
was released to take up my duties with the Royal 
Flying corps early in 1917. My career in this unit 
ended when I was taken prisoner on March 27, 
1918. 

“Tt has just occurred to me: I was court mar- 
tialed once. It was on my return to England in 


. December, 1918, charged with having allowed my- 


self to become a prisoner of war. About fifteen 
generals sat around the table, examining all the 
unfortunate kriegegefangenen (if I recall the word 
correctly). 

“TI must give those guys full credit—they exon- 
erated me from all blame; and I was presented with 
a very nicely worded address of welcome from King 


“T was confined in the famous prison camp at 
Holzminden, whose commandant was none other 
than Charlie Niemyer of Milwaukee, Wis., whom 
we called ‘ Milwaukee Bill.’ 


“Young Cecil Ball, brother of Capt. Albert Ball, 


V. C., was in prison with me, and my dearly be- 
loved friend, Capt. W. Leefe Robinson, V. C., who 
brought down the first Zeppelin at Cuffley. He died . 
shortly after his release from prison. 
“I haven’t any alibi to offer for the calamity 
which happened on March 27, 1918. I must admit 
I was outgeneraled by a better man than I, but if 
I could have had my choice in the matter I would 
have chosen none other than the great German 
ace, Baron von Richthofen, to give me a licking. 
“We came down in No Man's Land and, after 
ctically destroyed what was left e machine, 
present and observer were surrounded, manhandled, 
relieved of ses our conty and shirts, and 
then made prisoners of war. 
Five minutes after the baron had vanquished

Much difficulty surrounded the identification of 
this adVereary, but the closest examination of the 
records indicates that he was Capt. H. R. Child, a 
pilot of squadron 11. | 


"SSHREE in one day was a pleasant reassurance 
T to the flying uhlan that he was getting back 

into his old form, but it could not wipe out 
the fact that the total German air losses for the 
previous three days had been much larger than those 
of the British. 

On the following day he knocked out another 
home run for death and closed his books for the 
month of March. 

His victims were another team of 19 year old 
—- lieutenants: Joseph Bertram Taylor and E. 

tley. | 

Three English Armstrong planes were shot down 
that day, but two of them fell behind their own 
lines; The only one unaccounted for was that occu- 
pied by Betley and Taylor, who were reported lost 
over the enemy lines.

—— of the first battle of Arras in

While the fighting on the ground continued with 
intensity, there appears a lull of four days in the 
records of the German ace’s conquests. 

Another decoration was the reward granted to 
re a at the beginning of the last month of 
is life. 

It was the kaiser himself who signed the citation 
on April 1, 1918, by which the Red Knight of Ger- 
many added another and the last ribbon hung 
bauble to the collection that adorned the breast of 
his dress tunic. 

Manfred’s last medal was granted in recognition 
of his seventieth victory—the late afternoon party 
on March 26, when he shot down Leggatt and 
Reading in flames. The citation did not reach him 
until after he had added five more to his bag. 

. The ace’s seventy-fifth victory was paid for. with 
the lives of 19 year old Second Lieutenant E. D. 
Jones and Second Lieutenant R. F. Newton. It 
happened April 2. 

Eddie Jones enlisted in the British army reserve 
when he was 17, That was in January, 1916. An- 
other year and he managed to, get into the officers’ 
cadet wing of the Royal Flying corps at Farnbor- 
ough. He reached the front as a full fledged pilot 
before his 19th birthday, which he celebrated on 
March 6, 1918. 

Richthofen killed him four weeks later. 

The comparison of Richthofen’s report of his 
seventy-fifth victory with .the British air casualty 
lists for that day establishes inthe uniformity of 
time, place, type of plane, and other circumstances 
that Eddie Jones and his observer, Newton, both 
of the fifty-second squadron, were the victims. They 
left their airdrome at noon on April 2 in an old 
R. E. plane, engaged on a low flying bombing ex- 
pedition. 

Newton, the observer, was highly praised, not by 
name, but by reference, on the afternoon of 
death, when Richthofen sat over a late lunch at 
the squadron’s advance quarters and related the 
story of the killing for the benefit of an unex- 
pected guest, Lieut. Lampel. 

Other members of staffel 11, including Lieuts. 
Weiss, Wolff, and Gassman, had donned the coats 
of their gray service uniforms. Some of the flyers 
still had smears of oil on their cheeks, They were 
ne.’ 
Lampel, the visitor, was meeting the famous ace 
for the first time. .He was shy in Richthofen’s

_ Lampel asked what success the squadron had had 
in the air that day. 

“TI have just brought down my seventy-fifth 
enemy plane,” Richthofen replied simply.

A 
certain amount of consideration for opinion is an element in 
conduct not lightly to be disregarded. An overplay of it is a 
fault of introversion. Too much of a desire to please may be 
morbid, juvenile, or theatrical. An indication that the United 
States is at least twenty-one is found in a initified enthusiasm 
for good report and in mitigated anguish over bad. There is 
now in the United States an approximate indifference to 
either. That is indication of the passing of an saitation 
period and of satisfaction in a creative one. 

Among the extracts of published opinions carried in this 
copy is one from the London Outlook that it “is unfortunate, 
but it cannot be denied that there is still a tendency in 
some quarters to regard an American as an inferior species 
of colonial.” André Siegfried, in an article in the London 
Spectator, says: ‘British bitterness against the United | 
States is terrible at the moment. In conversation nine per- 

sons out of ten, I might say ninety-nine persons out of a hun- 
dred, show signs of violent antipathy against their 
cousins. They make fun of their accent, manners, lack >f 
culture.” Contrawise, as to American opinion, a former edict 
of the Westminster Gazette wrote from experience here: 
“The official chill is not reflected by the American people. 
Among the maases of the people there .was nothing But good 
will. They are too much occupied with tnelt domestic affairs 
to be dréaming of war.” 
And again, what of it? Governments are not conducted 
in a vacuum, but not even the republican government of the 
United States runs its state department on a street corner. 
Why it doesn’t is not clear. It is clear that it does.not. There 
is a popular illusion that foreign policy ought to be based on 
referendum. When it is, there will be ten good wars to one 
which can be had now. Fortunately, it is not yet provided 
that a general outcry shall be converted by 
diplomatic and military action. 


Mr. Coolidge onl Mr. Kellogg both. prefer an undisturbed 
dinner to reports from a crisis. The people, by legend ° 
‘peaceful, have the same interest in a military bulletin board 
that they have in a prize fight, a murder trial, or a pop- 
ular execution. That is when the newspaper circulations 
go up. Because of this, the peaceable people are wholly un- 
safe, as Was proved by the march on Concord, by the firing 
on Sumter, by the blowing up of the Maine. Democratic gov- 
ernment is a repression of war. Democracy itself is an in- 
centive to it when it feels that way. It has no restraints in| 
itself, only in its government, when it gets nid, A referen- 
dum would expréss its anger. Government can restrain it. 

British government is not wholly democratic, but it is 
sufficiently so. Mr, Baldwin and Mr. Chamberlain will con-” 
trol. The English who do not like horn rim glasses, the 
| American accent, baseball, gum chewing, the debt, or what | 
the U. 8S. A. did in the war, will not be permitted to man a 
| battleship for a crack at the Woolworth building. The Eng- 

lish noise is only stage thunder so long as it can be muffled, 
as it is, in the chill of the cabinet, 

Nor does the American good nature or indifference to the 
English completely register in the American goverfiment. 
That ig fortunate. Between the good nature and the indif- 
fefence a state department trading’ in one or the other might 
commit gigantic follies: Mr. Kellogg to the British is now 
waspish and now honeyed, and to the.American people it 
makes little difference. They are not interested in England. 
If the English peopla ever produced another good heavy- 
weight prize fighter there might be some general American 
thought of them; but until then the great American bulk will 
pay them the compliment of giving them no attention at all. 


If Bill Thompson of Chicago seems to disprove this, the 
impression can be corrected by looking at the upshot of 
his activities. It is whether <osciusko and Pulaski have 
had sufficient place in American school texts. Whether 
Von Steuben is given the credit due him. Whether 
‘Leif Ericson or Columbus discovered America. Whether 
Kosciusko was a Pole or a Lithuanian. And why it is not 
recognized that a fourth of Washington’s army was Negro, 
Such are the controversies released by the case of Bill I. vs. 
George III. Nothing as to the English in the Revolution. 
They're forgotten. The English disappeared out of American 
consciousness with the success of the Irish Free State, and 
nothing can bring them back into any sort of popular bahaetoe 
or importance except a good heavyweight. And he won't be 
Joe Beckett or Bombardier Wells, champions of the horizontal. 

There will always be American dames, so long as there is 
a British king, to make every one miserable until they can 
bow to him, but the American people have become as indif- 
ferent to what the English do or think as they are indifferent 
to Liberian thought and action. . 

It is highly fortunate that this is so. There may be bad 
manners on both sides of the water, but there is bad temper 
only on one. It requires two bad tempers to make trouble. | 
American newspapers do not reflect popular indifference. 
They gibe, taunt, discuss, and protest. The people do not 
Journalistic topics are not necessarily popular topics. Visit- 
ing Englishmen say they find Americans amiable and hos 
pitable. Americans in England frequently find the English 
rude and critical, but there is nothing to be done about it 
one way .r therother, and it seems to make no serious dif- 
ference. 

The ineffectual English attempt to make the American 
a sort of inferior c@jonial isn’t half so important here as the 
Norwegian attempt to make Christopher Columbus a discov- 


Upon American ‘indifference ‘a diplomatic arrangement 
can be based which may be as good for world peace as any- 
thing the English-Bpeek Be Union could derive out of a 
banquet. 

u is a better way of getting it than from international 
cake eating and Anglo-Saxon double pecan nut sundaes handed 
across the sea, from tablets in Westminster, Sulgrave Manor, 
Abtrdeen Abbey, Pilgrim dinners, and London Fourth of July 
ley arefalse. They are untrue to durable and 
decent human realities. The Englishman and the American 
eannot make a compact upon joint use of an all day sucker 
or with two spoons in a dish of ice cream. The British foreign 
office and the American state department can do it better 
without the cake eating, and probably with greater ease, if 
the two peoples concede that there are no sentimental obliga- 
tions between them whatever. Americans are not cousins. 

They and the English read the same lan- 
guage, but they do not speak it. Ohio and Lancashire, lowa 
and Yorkshire, Michigan and Cornwall could not understand 
each other speaking. It is not merely a difference of horn 
rim glasses, chewing gum, modulation of voice, boistercus- 
ness or reserve. There is an essential difference of social 
structure. 

If Americans were being constantly fmmpressed by British 
hostility to them their indifference might e way to distaste 
for the criticism and resentment of the slurs. If they thought |

‘ETTY grammarians are still differentiating “each other ” 
and “one another,” statimg that the first must refer to 
two ahd no more, and the second to more than two 
and no less. é 

It is not and never has been true; for the sufficient reason 
that the great writers use the two interchangeably, a fact 
recorded in every authoritative dictionary. Indeed, if a dis- 
tinction is to be made, the schoolmasters have it backwards. 
The New English Dictionary: “One another, said of 
two or more”: and “ Each other equals one another.” Web- 
ster says: ‘‘‘Another’ used with ‘one,’ In g reciprocal sense; | 
as ‘love one another,’ that is, ‘let each love the other or 
others’.” Under “each” it quotes Macaulay’s use of both 
in one sentence, thus: 

“It is a bad thing that men should hate é¢ach other: 

but it is far worse that they should contract the habit of 

cutting one another's throats without hatred.” 

The Century defines “one another” as meaning “each 

the other; each other”, and “each other” as,“ e@ach the 

other; one .another.”

From The Tribune of March 17, 1918. 


HE one new attraction for this 
week is Raymond Hitchcock in 
“ Hitchy-Koo,” an urhan revue, 
which opens tonight. at the 
Solonial. The star is aided by LiAl- 
ian Russell, Leon Errol, Irene Bor- 
loni, and many others. 


Mr. Hitchcock’s show, the first 
of three given here by the same 
title, was bang-up fun, filled with 
good ideas for revue, and gener- 
ally intelligent and diverting. The 
star in this, for the first time, 
made his entrance from the rear 


‘of the auditorium, greeting mem- 


bers of the audience as he pro- 
ceeded stageward, and shaking 
hands with those he knew by 
name. This, with a number of 
other notions, was George M. Co- 
han’s: when the show looked bad 
in its try-out in Jersey, that friend- 
ly chap was asked to inspect it, 
did so, and then made a number 
of suggestions, including the one 
that Mr. Hitchcock could utilize 
his. personality in mixing with the 
audience. On taking the stage, 
he would state that*the finale of 
the show would be given first, in 
order that the critics might, for 
once, know what a finale was like. 
Then came the “specially-composed 
overture,” which consisted of fifty 
or sixty bars of Italian opera- 
music so tawdry and familiar and 

barrel-organy that it took a laugh 
from even the neophytes in the 
audience. "Twas a good show, eas- 
ily remembered for many things, 
including one of Mr. Errol’s cra- 
ziest ces. Miss Bordoni in 
Hitchy-Koo first took the recogni- 
tion that has made her into a star.

An important event at the Art in- 
stitute this month was the opening of 
a gallery to be designated as the 
“Venetian” room.

The Titian, “ Danae,” lent by Mr.

To 
tell the real truth, the entire room is 
cold and a little oppressive. The en- 
semble is not as startlingly effective 
as one might imagine.

The chief materials employed in this 
art are glass, wax, wire, celluloid, and 
paint. No medium responds so read- 
ily, in the hands of a competent arti- 
san, to the reproduction of blossoms 
or other delicate parts as glass. With 
these materials, with their knowledge 
of the plants, and with their skill as 
nolders, glassblowers, cutters, and 
painters, the museum preparators du- 
plicate nature’s handiwork. 


An Educational Feature. 


In choosing specimens to Illustrate 
the various branches of the plant king- 
dom the mtseum selects, wherever 
possible, plants.either of economic im- 
portance or possessing some special 
human interest, such agacoffee, tea, 
spices, cotton, mahogany, frangipani, 
Venus fly trap.

few days ata time. The modern type 
of reproduction now being usgd at 
Field museum makes it possible to 
see in winter, or any other time, a 
cotton plant in flower and in bearing, 
where without such reproductions it 
would be necessary to go south to 
Georgia, the Carolinas, or: other cot- 
ton states at exactly the right season 
—all of which would be im ble for 
most school children, their t 
other persons interested. 

A chocolate tree may be grown for 
some time in a northern greenhouse, 
but it will never thrive and bear like 
a tree on a cacao plantation in the 
tropics, where its tiny flowers grow 
out of the bark of the old trunk, and 
the clumps of big fruits fill with cacao 
beans. The museum, however, brings 
such a tree, or as much of it as will 
go into a museum case, to Chicago, 
with every essential perishable detail 


liaccurately reproduced by this art, 


showing exactly how cacao grows in 
its native country. 

The chief materials employed in this 
art are glass, wax, wire, celluloid, and 
paint. No medium responds so read- 
ily, in the hands of a competent arti- 
san, to reproduction of blossoms 
or other delicate parts as glass. With 
these materials, with their knowledge 
of the plants, and with their skill as 
molders, glassblowers, cutters, and 
painters, the museum preparators du-. 
plicate nature’s handiwork.< |

dom the museum selects, wherever 
possible, plants either of economic im- 
portance or possessing some special 
human interest, such as coffee, tea,

Materiak must oftem be secured far 
afield, and collectors on the museum's 
botanical expeditions are accompanied 
by preparators who make molds or 
casts of delicate parts of the plants 
obtained. The rest of the specimens 
are preserved in liquid in metal con- 
tainers, while woody parts are sent to 
the museum dried, cut, and numbered

On the other hand, Mr. Whitehead

Towers So Airmen .-

commission may find it necessary to 
order owners of sting stations 
to mark their. towers in order to in- 
¢creasé the visibility to flyers.

gation obstruction such as radio 
masts, transmission towers and flag- 
poles in the immediate vicinity of an | 
airport, intermediate landing field or 

civil airway. 

Three methods of pain are rec- 
ommended: For the maximum desired 
visibility, towers less than 260 feet in 
height should be painted alternate 
‘bands of white and chrome yellow sep- 
arated by black bands one-half the 
width of the white and chrome yellow 
bands. 

As an alternative, the towers could 
be painted with bands of chrome yel- 
low and black. As another alternative 
the towers could be painted with bands 
of black and white or black and alumi- 
num. From sunset to sunrise the 
towers should be marked with red 
lights, making 80 to 120 flashes a min- 
ute. In order to afford adequate pro- 
to aireraft, the experts rec- 
ommend that lights of high candle- 
power be used on major obstructions 
in the vicinity of landing fields. 

Additional fixed red lights using 60 
| watt lamps are suggested for radio 
) towers, one being placed at two-thirds 
(Of the height and one at one-third of 
‘the Height of the tower. These lights 
would be arranged so as to be visible 
from an¥ angle of approach.

The veins 
in a leaf cannot be represented merely 
by lines which give an impressionistic 
idea of them; they must be made to 
reproduce scientifically the actual con- 
ditions characterizing the plant rep 
resented.

On the other hand, Mr. Whitehead 
reasoned that his own high cards 
should produce game if played with 
his partner's best suit as trump, un- 
less his partner held a worthless hand. 
In that case game at hearts would be 
probable for the opponents, and any 
loss that Mr. Whitehead might sus- 
tain, should he make a bid and be 
defeated, would be largely offset by 
the game saved. 


Mr. Whitehead accordingly deter- 
mined to bid his hand defensively. His 
plan contemplated the naming of his 
spade suit first, which would require a 
bid of but four. Should the opponents 
bid five hearts Mr. Whitehead intend- 
ed to double for business. Should his 
bid of four spades be doubled, Mr. 
Whitehead would then bid five clubs 
before showing his diamonds. Any 
double of this or other bids must 
come from north, as south with her 
holding could not possibly have any 
reason for doubling an adverse bid. 
Following north’s double of five clubs, 
if made, Mr. Whitehead’s partner, 
east, could show his preference for 
spades without: increase of contract, 
and should he express this preference 
Mr. Whitehead would be prepared to 
play the hand at five spades doubled.

Terre Haute Station Gets 
the Credit. 


Terre Haute, Ind., March 17.—Credit 
for the capture of &@ man and two 
women charged with robbery and: the 
subsequent slugging and kidnaping of 
a policeman is given to radio station 
WRPI here. 

The trio had been placed under ar- 
rest by Policeman Fred Wyeth after 
an alleged shoplifting escapade in 
Terte Haute. It was broad daylight

man directed his prisoners to drive 
him to police headquarters and got 
into the front seat of their machine 
with the driver when he was slugged 
and rendered unconscious by one 


| the women in the rear seat. 


The officer was hauled to a point 
about 20 miles away and tied up under 
a bridge on a side road, from where 
he “later made his escape apd called 
police headquarters, telling of his ex- 


Message [iroadcast. 

Police Captain Harvey Jones phoned 
officials in charge of WRPI, who im- 
mediately broadcast the following: 

“Police headquarters just reported 
that three shoplifters [one man and 
two Women] kidnaped Officer Fred 
Wyeth, who had attempted to arrest 
them shortly after 1:30 this afternoon. 
They headed south, and about four 
miles south of Shelburn trussed Offi- 
cer Wyeth, knocked him unconscious, 
and threw him into a culvert. 

“They are driving a black Stude- 
baker touring with a Nebraska 1928 
license. The man wore a brown 
sweater and overcoat and both women 
wore fur coats, one a Hudson seal. 

“ Officials of Bloomington, Bedford, 
Vincennes, Washington, and other 
southern towns are requested to be 
on the lookout for them and report to 
police at Terre Haute.’ 


Caught at Last. 


The message was picked up at Vin- 
eennes and the shoplifters were very 
nearly captured as they sped through 
there. At Vincennes the robbers 
crossed the Wabash river and headed 
into Illinois. After breaking through
